Shell Road Scout has travelled from Mattawa on 
the Ottdwa River to Batchawana beyond the Sault.

MORE THAN SCISSORS NEEDED 


The Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America have presented a report 
on the motion picture stating that they can- 
not be made good by the use of scissors. 
The result of the scissors censorship has 
been to make some producers exercise in- 
genuity to put over the locally forbidden 
thing in fashion so subtle that the censors 
either do not notice the objectibility of the 
disguised incident or regard it as sufficient- 
ly covéred up to be allowed to pass. The 
Federal Council believes that this is only de- 
laying the day of a_ more generally com- 
mendable film according to the C. S. Monitor 

“The report declares that the religious 
and social agencies have been at fault in be- 
coming too much — preoccupied with ‘cuts’ 
and ‘eliminations.’ Such omissions do not 

erform the needed service of lifting the 
one of the picture thus edited. What is 
needed is that these social forces shall put 
the weight of their educational and moral 
influence behind the better elements mani- 
fested in motiom pictures, to the end that 
‘the industry should: be made to feel a de- 
mand for more socially useful pictures.’ 

“Here, indeed, is a constructive attitude 
toward the films, an urging of more than the 
negative snipping out of the bad in motion 
pictures.’ The Monitor goes on, “This 
changed method would mean a positive put- 
ting in of the good. Persons who under- 
stand the Values of such social forces, hav 
ing seen them at work in settlement houses 
and in civic enterprises designed for the 


the most lasting improvements come from 
striving to make the whole body of commun- 
ity thought healthy. Cutting out an ob- 
jectional detail here and there has little ef- 
fect upoi the quality of the whole, for that 
make no improvement of the point of view 
that first made the objectionable things pos- 
sible. A wholesome attitude toward the en- 
tire problem, on the. other hand, tends to 
work in relation to the whole good of the 
community. Undesirable tendencies assume 
their rightful minor relation with the whole 
when thus considered. From ‘such a point 
of view the crime film becomes an anomaly, 
a misrepresentation of the life of the whole 
people, since the large majority of the people 
are law-abiding. 

“What the report asks for is a broad 
social consciousness, supported, by the 
churches and other organizations aiming at 
the public good, a consciousness that is es- 
sentially educational and ‘constructive, that 
could make known to the industry its desire 
for the ‘promotion of responsible ‘citizenship, 
interracial understanding, industrial justice 
and international good will’.”’

The most effective and just form 
of discipline would seem to,be the 
withdrawal of privileges.

placed in charge of iis organization 
; and was president of the faculty from 
1913 to 1925, In the latter year he 
was raised to the Eplscopate and con- 
secrated Bishop of Calgary. 

At college he suffered a break- 
down in health and was forced to dis- 
| continue his course. He entered the 
| business world and was head of a 

large lumber firm when he turned 
again to his religious career. 

Ordained late in life, Dr. Kidd is 
known chiefly among Catholics of 
Toronto for his education work.

‘The population of Curco, govern- 
ment reports said, hailed the victors, 
who immediately started pursuit of 
thé revolters, The rebels fled in dis- 
order toward the jungle and govern- 
ment troops expected that operations 
would end shortly with the rebel- 
Yon crushed. 

One ‘of the most notable feats of 
the campaign was a forced march 
lasting eight days during which the 
Third Cavalry Regiment crossed the 
Andes to reach the scene of the op- 
erations.

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EXPORT COPPER 
OFF HALE CENT 


Stocks on Hand Show In- 
crease for Month - 
June 


New York, N.Y¥., July 11—A further 
reduction of half a cent a pound in 
the price of Export Copper brought 
the price to s parity with 8-cent Do- 
mestic Copper and caused a spurt in 


ing. 

Meanwhile, already burdensome 
copper stock showed a further in- 
crease, finished Copper as of June 
30, being 14,807 tons in excess of the 
total at the end of May. Reduc- 
tions in prices during the past week 
or more have been accompanied by 
rumors that copper stock would show 
an increase, some estimaets placing 
the figures as high as 20,000 tons. 

Finished stecks at the refineries in 
North and South America as of June 
30 totalled 413,474 tons, compared 
with 398,667 tons cn May 31, and 316,- 
762 tons at the end of June, 1930, 
The American Bureau of Metal Sta- 
tistics reports. 

Blister copper stocks on June 30 
were 187,353 tons, against 190,578 tons 
on May 31, and 193,876 tones on April 
30. Total stocks of refined and biis- 
ter copper in North and South Amer- 
ican on June 30 were 600,827 tons, 
compared with 589,245 on May 31, and 
661,797 on April 30. 

United States mine output of cop- 
per in June was 44,647 short tons, 
against 45,580 tons in May and 56,743 
tnoes in June, 1930, 

The half-cent reduction in export 
copper was the second this week and 
brought the foreign price to 8.275 
cents @ pound, C.I.F. European base 
ports. As a result of the cut buying 
for export, which has been practical- 
ly at a standstill, jumped this mor- 
ning to 2.200,000 pounds. 

Revere Copper and Brass Corp. to- 
day reduced prices to the basis of 8 
cents a pound for electrtlytic cop- 
per.

Business Depression 

“This would seem to be an oppor- 
tune time for such union or co-ordi- 
nation of influence.

“Hunger Yeer” 

“The first trade depression of which 
we have a second in this country Is 
kriown as “Hunger Year,” shortly 
after the U.E.Loyalists came to this 
country in 1787 and 88. Their little 
cleared land in that part of the coun- 
try now Ontario was not sufficient to 
produce enough food for the people. 
The settlers had nite Dane or 
fishing appliances an re were no 
stores from which purchase could be 
made. Supplies had to be sent each 
{a'l from Montreal and Quebec to 
carry the settlers Over the winter. 

“In the fall of 1787 the crops on ta 
meager amount of cleared land proved 
a failure, and for some reason the 
supplies did not come forward from 
Montreal and Quebec, and the settlers 
were stranded. Bare bones were 
from home to home and boiled 
again and again to make a kind of 
soup. Every kernel of grain and 
every ‘flake of bran or particle of 
rough flour was careful’'y preserved, 
The people were compelled to gather 
basswood buds and pigweed in the 
woods for food. Anyone possessing 
grain or flour could exact thelr own 
price. It is said that in some in- 
stances a farm was offered for a 
small quantity of food. Some rer- 
sons and also animals died from lack 
of nourishment. Ps

And the sad, sad truth re- 
mains that Canadian cheese has 
made more of an international name 
for itself than has Canadian poetry, 
in spite of the recognition given 
abroad to Roberts, Carman, Lamp- 
man, and others, The answer to that 
might be that If governments did as 
much to encourage poetry as they 
have to encourage cheesemaking, the 
two arts might have won equal re- 
nown. At any rate, this section of 
the country will show cairns paying 
equal honor to the two branches of 
endeavor.—London Free Press:

Toronto, Ont. July 
Canadian Press)—Endeavours by 
both leading political parties in Can- 
ada to enact laws which would loosen 
the ties between Canada and Great 
Britain were criticised here Baturday 
by Sir Alfred Morine, K.C., former 
Government Leader in the Legislat- 
fve Council of Newfoundland, ad- 
dressing a gathering of Orangemen.

“The divining rod is one of those instru’ 
ments or agencies which have been the cause | 
of much discussion amongst scientists as, 
well as in social circles:..of lesser note, and 
opinion is much divided as to whether the | 
scheme of water-hunting. in this fashion is/ 
just a phase of superstition, unworthy of re~" 
gard save to the most credulous people, or | 
whether, be it understood or not, there is} 
something in the quaint method which de-| 
serves a fuller and more detailed investiga- | 
tion. The ancients, beyond doubt, pinned} 
their faith in the divining rod, and this not} 
only, for a discovery of water springs, but} 
also for precious metals hidden away in the} 
crypts of the earth, In 1557 an eminent; 
minerologist, G. Agricola, a native of Sax- 
ony, issued a print illustrating two miners 
digging for metals at the spot pointed out 
by the divination expert. And in Paris, inj 
1698, appeared another work entitled ‘Th: 
Rod of Jacob,” explaining further by saying 
it “contains the art of finding treasures, 
springs of water, metals, mines, boundaries 
lost sight of, and other hidden things, by the} 
use of the forked rod.’ 3 ie 
Coming nearer our own time, it is stated 
that in many parts of Europe, and especially 
in the British Isles, water-finding by means 
of the supple forked twig has become a rec- 
ognized profession, and that, in the Midlands 
alone, the names of no less than three hun- 
dred and fifty landowners are upon the div- 
iner’s list, some of these applicants repre: | 
senting business firms known throughout the | 
whole world. It is alleged that the engage-| 
ment of a diviner has been made upon the) 
rinciple of ‘no find, no pay,’ and at that}

the nineties, John Mullins, of Wiltshire, was

GRREENLAND'S ICY COAST 


The thin strip on the east coast of 
Greenland which the Danes claim and whic} j 
Norway has now claimed, is described by} 
the National Geographic Society as uninhab-| 
ited and choked by ice for the most part of | 
the year. 

It is, however, a setting for one of the 
mysteries of the north. Captain Robert « 
Bartlett, Arctic explorer, found the remains 
of a once flourishing village of Eskimos on 
Shannon Island, at the northern end of the 
stretch by Norway, when he visited it in

In‘the ruins of about 404 stone houses, 
he found houschold and hunting implements} 
and even tae toys of children. They seem- 
ed to have been. laid aside momentarily but! 
they threw no light on why their owners} 
left, never to return, 

The cold is extreme in winter but in 
summer the ground becomes so warm that! 
the native musk oxen hunt patches of snow 
for relief.

The strip 
abounds in wild life... Besides swarms of 
geese, ducks and other birds, there dre large 
numbers of Arctic hares, polar bears, foxes 
and other fur bearing animals. .

DEAF STUDENTS 
IS EXPLAINED 


H. B. Fetterly, B.A., Is 
Speaker at Kiwanis 
* Club. > 


An interesting address on “Edu- 
cation of the Deaf” was given by H. 
B. Fetterly, BA, Principal of the 
Ontario School for the Deaf. at the 
weekly luncheon of the © Kiwanis 
Club held yesterday’ at the Queen's 
Hotel. President George Cole presid- 
{ed with “Bouncer” Holway as cer- 
; geant at arms, James Bankier as 
song leader and Leo -B. Riggs pre- 
siding at the plano. The speaker was 
introduced by ; W. C. Mikel, K.C., 
while Ernie Finkle expressed Kiwan- 
fan appreciation for the address. 
There was a larger attendance at the 
meeting yesterday than for some time 
past and the members received an 
instructive address and oné in which 
they can all contribute to the ad- 
vancement of those, who are deaf. 

Mr. Fetterly in‘opening his address, 
stated, that the Education of the 
Deaf trad a great bearing on the com 
munity and the Province. “The edu- 
cation of these deaf people is one of 
the glories of Christianity, although 
before the birth of Christ, the deaf 
were considered outcasts due to their 
affliction. The Spartans destroyed the 
deaf,” the speaker declared, “and 
Paul speaking in the time of the Ro- 
mans that one could be saved only 
through faith by hearing and the 
Greeks ostracized their deaf. Deaf- 
Ness may be congenital but it has 
not effected the organs of speech. 
There was a time, when persons 
stricken with deafness, were said to 
be dumb but that is a misnomer and 
the word has been dropped from the 
vocabulary. The present Ontario 
School for the Deaf was opened in 
1870 and was known as the Asylum 
for the Deaf and Dumb. This was

f GAS PLANT SALE 


On Thursday, July 30th., voters of 
Belleville go to the polls to decide upon 
‘the sale of the municipal gas plant, the 
question of a franchise to the purchasers 
and the fixing of.thé assessment upon the 
plant in the event of a decision to sell, for 
a period of ten years at $125,000. t 
- Several meetings have been held in 
which facts regarding the works have 
been brought to the attention of the pub- 
ic. It has been shown that the plant 
has been steadily piling up an overdraft 
which has now reached about ; $67,000. 
There is in addition for example such a de- 
ficit as was shown in the past year's oper- 
ations when the city council had to pro- 
vide $8,410 to meet debentures and inter- 
est falling due. © In addition there is an 
indebtedness to the West Gas Corporation 
of Some twelve thousand dollars. 

The record of the gas plant under 
municipal management has been anything 
but satisfactory. In defence of the utility 
it may be stated that there is a feeling 
that the city has not supported it nor 
treated it as seriously and in as business- 
like a manner in years gone by as it has 
other utilities. © Yet the fact remains that 

‘the operation has been carried on at a 
loss to the city. at large. City councils 
have also advanced sums totalling about 
$28,000 for the operation of the.system in 
the past few years. 

Under the proposed purchase, the 
city will come into possession of about 
“$98,000 in cash which may be used for the 
payment of the overdraft at the bank, the 








- the reimbursement of the city in a meas- 
ure for its advances from year to year. In 
addition the city secures a fixed assess- 
ment of one hundred and_ twenty-five 
thousand dollars on the plant which will 
bring in a sum between six and seven thou- 
sand dollars a year in taxes (which have 
never been paid by, the plant because it 
was municipally owned.) _ In addition all 
deficits cease, the purchasers binding them- 
selves to meet the debentures and interest 
as they fall due and giving the city a mort- 

‘gage upon all its physical assets in the city 
of Belleville: =Rates cannot be increased 
and provision is made for reduction in 
zates on the basis of consumption. 

In the event of not disposing of the 
plant, a crisis faces the city. The over- 
draft must be paid off, the West Gas Co. 
account must be paid, any deficits mus 
be made up by the city and there will be 
no taxes coming to the city from the plant. 
The only possible way out might be to 
raise a large loan which would mean in- 
crease in taxes and possibly even then 
the plant might not be made to pay.

of the company and it is believed that the

MILLIONAIRES’ IN PRISON fare 
better than the ordinary prisoner, some 
mes. Money talks even behind prison 
bars, perhaps louder there where silence 
is the rule. Albert B. Fall, formerly Sec- 
retary of the Interior in the United States 
Government, now convict 6991 in the New 
Mexico State Penitentiary, sentenced for 
fraudulent practices while in office, be- 
gan his sentence in the prison hospital, 
and, according to the attending physicians, 
is afflicted with artero schlerosis, myo- 
carditis, chronic pleurisy, arrested tuber- 
culosis and “arthritis, particularly of the 
spine. The prison is situated at an altitude 
of 7,000 feet and Fall will be kept in the 
hospital under observation until his condi- 
tion adjusts itself to the surroundings. No 
doubt he will be kept under observation 
until the pardon comes along that his 
friends are working for. He was sen- 
tenced to a year and a day for accepting 
a bribe of $100,000 while Secretary of 
the Interior in President’s Harding's Cab- 
inet, for granting naval oil leases. Ac- 
cording to the prison authorities Fall 
‘will be kept by himself until such time 
as the habits of a lifetime can be modi- 
fied.” He will be “gradually adjusted to 
Prison routine which is quite in contrast 
with his habit of late sleeping and reading 
half the night.” How considerate, no 
doubt all the prisoners are gradually ac- 
customed to the prison routine by light 
exercise with a heavy hammer making 
little stones out of big ones. Ex-Secre- 
tary Fall was one of the crowd around 
Warren Harding when that gentleman 
was President of the United States, actors 
in one of the biggest dramas and traged- 
ies of United States political life most of 
the leading actors having passed from the 
scene through deaths sudden and myster- 
ious, including President Harding and 
Mrs. Harding. Those who have read the 
book which purports to be a true account 
of the career of Warren Harding, the 
country editor who was pitchforked into 
the White House unexpectedly only to 
find the honour tarnished with shame and 
distress, can understand that death acted 
as a ministering angel in wiping a slate 
clean which was obscured by wickedness, 
treachery and friendly faith betrayed.

The world would not bother about 

Burns if he did not speak for the race. 
He dealt with primal emotions and he cut 
through jall the trafpings of society and 
found expression for his socialism in “A 
man’s a man for a’ that.” 
: This song of his is the highest form 
of socialism, which no “ism” of the name 
has yet. equalled. Burns saw human 
brotherhood as the elementary fact of life 
and his socialism was of the kind which is 
yet to usher in. This socialism is of the 
very spirit of Christianity, it is unselfish, 
it is self-sacrificng. 

Burns, like all other great poets, saw 
life whole. Poets are men of vision, men 
who walk the earth with an eye that secs 
anda heart that feels for all mankind. 

Burns was in advance of his time and 
even of this age in his social message and 
in his love of his fellows. Accordingly 

message can never be “outlawed”, 
never be out of date. It is as steadfast as 
the northern star because it is life. 

Some men in his day, might have 
thrown brickbats at Burns for voicing this 


‘ brotherhood. Some men today, though 


acknowledging his greatness, still act as 
if they did not understand the truth of 
this message. They and- their like for 
many generations to come will be far be- 
hind the vision of the poet.

The ball beat him to the bag by half a mile, conservatively speaking, and 
the second baseman of the Platheads tagged our rimner on the ankle, 
the knee, four ribs and the back of the head. But the umpire called him 
safe and a few minutes later he scored the only run of the game, thus 
robbing the Flatheads before my very eyes. 

I will take affidavit that, while the Flathead second baseman was 
tagging our runner seven feet from the bag, the umpire in question had 
his back to the base and was singing a popular song called “Give Me 
Something to Remember You By.” That was how you came to suspend 
me for three days. Incensed at his decision, I gave him something to re- 
member me by. 

One more example. Thirteenth inning, score tied in the last half, 
our team at bat, bases full. We had a weak hitter up. Two strikes and 
three ballls, This beggars belief, but the Lobsterpot pitcher—we were 
playing the Lobsterpots—split the plate with a perfect strike, waist high, 
through the middle, and the blind man you pay to umpire called it a 
ball.

‘Toronto, July 30—Rebates to con- 


rate adjustments, and rebates to 
municipalities on account of mun- 
icipal services, totalling $486,000, 
were announced. yesterday by the 
Hydro-Electric Power Commission 
of Ontario under the chairmanship 
of Hon, John R. Cooke. 

‘All adjustments and rebates will, 
it was declared, become effective 
within the next year. Only urban 
municipalities, 303 of whose cases, 
were reviewed by the Commission, 
are affected by this rearrangement 
of schedule. 

A detailed statement of the re- 
ductions, municipality by municti- 
pality, not only the urban cases, 
Dut also the rural, which have been 





ers at an early date. 

‘The recommendations announcec 
yesterday by the Commission, fol- 
lowing their conference, are ¢m- 
bodied in the following official state 
ment: 

“In 145 municipalities the suf- 
pluses that have accrued in the sup- 


ting and the operation of water- 
socks and street railway services 
amounts to over $92,820. These sur- 
pluses will be returned by the vari- 
ous local Commissions to the mun- 
icipalities direct. 

“The results of operation of the 
Jocal systems for the year 1930 nec- 
essitate rate adjustments to the 
Hghting and po®er consumers. The 
total of the annual reduction on ac- 
count of such rate adjustments am-~- 
ount to $204,850, and the total of 

the annual increase amounts to 
$40,043. . 

“In many of these municipalities, 
the accumulation of surplus moneys 
has resulted in so much surplus be- 
ing accumulated in the hands of the 
local commissions that the Commis- 
sion has recommended rebates to 
the consumers within such munici- 
palities amounts varying from 1-12 
to 1-3 of the total bills of the cus- 
tomers in these municipalities dur- 
ing the year 1930. The total am- 
ount of these rebates is $188,223.

CLEAR OF OIL 


London, July 30.—(CP)—Without 


a dissenting volce the House of 
Commons gave first reading to a bill 
which ts designed to keep the great 
seas clean. 

Introduced by Sir Cooper Awscn, 
Conservative member for Brighton, 
the bill would require oll carrying 
ships to free their Uquid discharge 
from oll. 

With the alr of a conjuror pro- 
ducing a-rabbit from his hat Sir 
Cooper,held up before the’admiring 
House two bottles. One, filled with 
a heavy black liquid, was the un- 
separated discharge. The separated 
contents of the other were clear. He 
estimated that 2,000,000 tons of 
crude oll were discharged from oll- 
ships into the sea every day< 

Sir Cooper stressed the ‘import- 
ance of the matter. This discharz- 
ed oll drifted to the coasts destroy- 
ing bird life, damaging fisheries and 
h the business of seaside re~- 
sorts. “If Britannia cannot rule the 
wayes,. that’s no reason why we 
shouldn't keep them clean,” he ‘said.
